‘The indictment covers ‘the past three 
years -and goes into a detailed history 
of the bituminous coal industry and of 
the ‘methods by which, it is charged, the 
operators and miners have worked to- 
gether to restrict the production and dis- 
ta ipution of bituminous coal. 

The charge is made that at various

During the hour and a half there was 
not a five minutes that was not punctu- 
ated by the yélls and-boos.

Through it all Sir Philip hardly raieed 
his voice; + rocking silently: back and

But 
I want to warn Sir Philip Gibbs that 
this presentation of facts will Mkely pro- 
duce the conclusion -in the minds of 
this audience, ‘2 republican audience, 
that he is a British propagandist.” 

Cries of ‘‘ No, no” and ‘' You’re not 
the speaker'’’ arose from the floor of 
the hall, which in a moment had turnet 
on the war chaplain.

cel. Dalton,  who-had been in the bank 
for three years, receiving a salary of $80 
a month, has not been seen since. 
- The theft was. discovered two hours 
after Dalton ‘left, but no clue as to the 
clerk's .whereabouts has been found. 
The Northern: Trust Company has of- 
fered & reward of $1,000 for his appre 
tension. and $25,000 for the recovery of 
the stolen bonds. 

Previous to the. theft, the boy, accord- 
ing to his mother,” had been..a_steady 
churchgoer, spent his éyenings at the 
Y¥. M. C.A. College, and had no bad 
habits. 

Although @. blanket insurance policy 
covers’ part of the loss, the bank will 
suffer if the bonds are not. recovered. 
The institution has.$1,120,000 in undivid- 
ed profits. 

A private. detedtive’ agency has. been> 
engaged by thé bank .to search for 
Dalton, the police have been. notified,. 
and the United States Secret Service bn 
promised: ite assistance.

‘At 12;20 Irving Hanson, Dalton’s im- 
mediate superior, remarked: ‘' It’s lunch 
time...Guess I'll be going.”’ 

Dalton placed the bond parcel under 
his’ arm, walked down stairs .to the 
locker room,: put on his hat and over- 
coat, and left the building.

Advocates of 
the cash bonus, however, argued that 
the funds necessary’ under that plari 
would not be payable for two years, and 
thet by that time economies would be 
effected which would relieve’ the strain 
ou the Treasury.

McFADDEN GOES TO:GEBCUE 


Spies Resolution Declares Control: 
fer \ Without Authority to\ Re- 
~ quire Such Facts In Reports.

. WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Protests 
twhich 4re being received by mgmbers of 
Congrees- and Government officials indi- 
cate that John-Skeltén Williams, Con- 
troiier of the rrency, has-stirred up 
m hornet’s nest in banking. circles 
“throughout the country by demanding 
fn his. last bank call that .all. national 
banks publish the aggregate of the sala- 
zies of executive. officers, the number 
of such officers, the aggregate of the 
Salaries of other employes and the num- 

ber of. employes. ; 

Representative McFadden, a Pennsyl- 
Vania banker, and old-time foe of Mr. 
Williants.. offered in the House today a 
Jcint resolution which would make, it 
unnecessary for the banks to. give the 
information requested in their reports 
te the Controller, and also launched an 
attack on Mr. Williams, Consideration 
will be given at once to the resolution: 

At the same time Mr. Williams issued 

- a statement saying he had been in- 
formed the Pittsburgh Clearing House 
Association had ordered member banks 
to refuse to give the information re- 
quired-in his call. 

The consensus of opinion here today 
was that a majority of the banks would 
refuse to comply with the order of the 
Céntroller, and if not aided by the adop- 
tion.of Mr. McFadden’s resolution would 
go to the courts, if need be, to test the 
authority of the Controller. It was 
pointed out that Mr. Willianis would go 
out of office on March 4, and if the 
banks could hold off until then they 
would have an opfortunity to place their 
case before the Controller to be-appoint- 
ed under the new Administration. 


Williams Makes Statement. 


In his statement the Controller, said: 

‘*A telegram received at this office 
from Pittsburgh yesterday states that 
the Pittsburgh Clearing House Associa- 
tion has forbidden banks holding mem- 
bership in it from furnishing certain 
data required by the call for reports of 
condition just issued by the Controller. 

‘* Im the blank forms sent to. the na- 
tional banks upon which to make their 
reports. of condition under this call the 
banks were requested to show several 
_items not heretofore given on the face 
ef the.xreports. These items were: 
Statement as to the amount of money 
whith was being loaned on bond and 
atock collateral in New York City; sec- 
end, a statement showing the aggregate 
amount of salaries paid: to the execu- 
tive’ officers’*of banks and the number 
of such officers; . third, the amount of 
salaries paid to“all other employes~of 
fhe bank and the ‘number or such em- 
pioyes. 

“The obvious purpese of inclusion of 
the clauses apparently found objection- 
able in Pittsburgh was to develop 
whether money of depositors in na- 
tional banks is being diverted from its 
aioe r function of supplying legitimate 

mess and enterprise to earn fancy 
yates from the need or recklessness of 
laters at a distance, and whether 
roportionate or improper amounts 
of the. earnings of banks are being ex- 
‘pended in salaries to officials. It is dif- 
ficult to understand why kers whd 
have used such money discreetly -and 
with regard to the rights of their cus- 
tomers and shareholders should object 
to making this information public.”’ 


McFadden’s Kesolution.

BROADWAY ROBBERS 
GET $30,000 JEWELS 


Two Men Surprise Partner in Fittn 
Alone and One Stuns Him 
~ With Pistol. 


In a daring. hold-up perpetrated at 
neon yesterday within twenty feet of 
the famols police ‘‘ dead line’’ two 
well-dressed robbers, evidently Italians, 
felled Joseph Miaorano, partner in the 
firm of Ratzkoff Brothers & Co., on the 
ninth floor of 206 Broadway with the 
butt of an automatic pistol, bolted the 
door of the establishment, and, after 
they had scooped up $380,000 worth of 
unset diamonds and platinum jewelry, 
escaped in an elevator in the building 


crowded with men and women on their 
way to luncheon. 

The yr igi of the robbers fur- 
nished to the police by the jeweler

Court ‘Morally Certain’-of Prac- 


tice, as Shown by Inguiry— 
Evidence Still Lacking. 


That professional bondsmen and men 
who supply indemnity: accept stolen 
property as security for bonds is ‘' mor- 
ally certain,’’ says Magistrate George 
W. Simpson in his report to District At- 
torney Swann as a result of the John 
Doe inquiry into™the bail bond system. 
But he says that no evidence was ad- 
duced which would warrant him in hold- 
ing any one for trial. 

Magistrate Simpson does not_ believe 
that the discontinuance of the bail bond 
business by surety companies would be 
a wise step, as it probably would result 
in the re-establishment 6f the ‘‘ old era 
of straw bail and professional bonds- 
men who flourished in far greater |:

NEWARK EX-MAYOR, 

_ HAUSSLING, A SUICIDE 

All of Old Friends Left “Jake,” 
Says Widow of City’s 


Four-Time Executive.

Jacob Haussling, four times «Demo- 
eratic Mayor of Newark, whose personal 
and political fortunes had waned of late 
years, stabbed himself to death. yester- 
day. Mrs. Haussling, who sat all day 
beside the body in the couple’s Newark 
home, 440 High Street, epitomized the 
story of the ex-Mayor’s decline when 
she said: 

‘They all left him. A few years ago 
he couldn't walk the streets without be- 
ing stopped by thousands of friends. 
| But. that was all ehanged, and it broke 
his heart. . They all left him, but I won't 
leave him.”’ . 
_ What she said was true. ‘Jake,’ as 
an astonishing number of people in 
Newark called him, was so popular, so 
tree-handed in the days of his success 
than once a campaign committee found 
it necessary to deprive nim. of ail paper 
money und supply him hundreds. of 
quarters, that he might not beggar him- 
self. Mendicants lined his pathway 
from .his home to his office, a trip he 
always undertook afoot, and it was said 
that walk never cost him less.than §5. 

Mr. Haussling was no reformer. Once 
a .eform organization said of him that 
he, ran. on ae single-plank, platform 
always, and that plank was: ‘‘ What'll 
you have?’’ He never resented the 
accusation nor was he ashamed of the 
fact that he could start campaigning at 
7. o’clock in the evening, keep going till 
next morning, always know one more 
place where men in receptive mood were’ 
to be found, and always leave by the 
wayside candidates of weaker fiber. 

Dr. Warren said that there was no 
doubt that Mr. Haussling had committed 
suicide. 
_ Haussling was born in Newark and on 
Washington's Birthday celebrated his 
sixty-sixth anniversariy. Last Januar 
he had observed’ the forty-sevent 
anniversary of his wedding. He enteréd 
politics in 1888 when he was defeated 
for Sheriff. Three years later he was 
nominated for County Clerk, but lost ‘to 
his Republican opponent, Richard Coo- 
gan, by seventeen votes, 

in 1880 he was elected Sheriff and 
served three years. In 1896 he ran 
again, but was beaten -by Henry M. 
Doremus. In 1908 he became so resent- 
ful over the passage of the so-called 
‘** Bishop’s law,’’ closing saloons on Sun- 
day, that he made the race for Mayor 
on a ‘‘liberality with decency " pro- 
gram and was elected. In 1908, 1910 and 
1912 he was re-elected, each time with 
growing majorities over the Republican, 
Socialist and Independent candidates. 
In 1914 he was' defeated by Thomas L. 
Raymond for Mayor, due to growing an- 
tipathy to James R. Nugent, Democratic 
leader of Newark.

Fifty Casualties Are Reported. 


CORK, Feb. 25 (Associated Press).— 
A Macroom ambuscade resulted in the 
biggest fight that has occurred since 
guerrilla tactics began in Ireland. The 
attack took place at Coolavoiking, on 
the mountainous part of the road be- 
tween Macroom and Ballyvourney. 

The preparations for the attack were 
extensive. {It is said the road had been 
mined or obstructed with fallen trees, 
Which’ compelled ‘the police to dismount 
‘tee take. cover’ when the attack was 
aunched. °‘I'hree hundred men in the 
attacking party employed bombs and 
used rifles from both sides of the road. 
The fishting lasted from early morning 
until late in the afternoon, the men in 
the ambuscade pait'ty closing in on the 
police. from three sides and compelling 
them to retreat toward Macroom. The 
fight continued until the auxilfaries 
were in sight of that town. 

Communication with the Macroom 
district is difficult, and it has been 
impossible to obtain reliable details con- 
cerning the fight. The dead and 
wounded. are being taken into Macroom. 
where the inhabitants have been ordered 
to keep indoors. 

It is said there were many casualties 
on both sides. One report: says there 
were as many as twenty civilian and 
thirty auxiliary casualties.

TROOP ‘CASUALTIES LOWER. 


Only Two Killed Last Week—Seven 
Persons Killed as Spies. 


DUBLIN, Feb. 25.—The casualties to 
the Crown forces during the week end- 
ing Feb. 19 were the lowest recorded 
in any week thus far this year, only 
two, being killed and nine wounded, says 
an official review issued today. 

The review records ten ambushes, of 
which three were on trains. A feature 
of the ambushes was the absence of 
casualties to the forces of the Crown 
and the serious casualties inflicted on 
the attacking parties. Four attacks 
were made on occupied barracks, there 
was one assassination and one attempted 
assassination. 

Sinn Feiners, the review .says, mur- 
dered seven persons suspected of giving 
information to the authorities. .There 


were forty-seven raids on the mails. 
Seventy-one arrests were made for out- 
rages and political offenses and there 
were forty-three trials and courtmartials 
of civilians, mostly for having arms and 
seditious Iterature th their possession. 
Of these thirty-four were convicted and 
nine acquitted. Ninety-three persons 
were interned.

The Rev. J. A. Irwin Is Sent to 
Prison by Belfast Court-Martial. 


BELFAST, Feb. 25.—The Rev. J. A. 
Irwin, a Presbyterian Minister who was 
arrested in January, was today con- 
victed by court-martial of having a re- 
volver and ammunition in his possession 
and was sentenced to one year in prison. 

A charge of possessing seditious lit- 
erature was not pressed against him, 
owing to the discovery that the sus- 
pected documents were Hebrew versions 


of the Psalms and not Gaelic publiaa- 
tions, as at first supposed.

DR. SCHEELE LET OFF - 
WITH ONE-DAY TERM 


Bomb Plotter Had Aided Govern- 
ment as Expert on Explosives 
and Poisonous Gases. 


Dr. Walter ‘T. Scheele, who was in- 
dicted in the Spring of 1916 on a charge 
of participating in the plot to set in- 
cendiary bombs on monitiois*ships and 
who, according to Government agents, 
was one of the chief aids of Von Papen 
and Boy-Ed in directing German plots 
in thig country, pleaded guilty to the 
indictment yesterday before Judge 
Julius M. Mayer in the United States 
District Court and was sentenced to 
one day in the custody of the United 
States Marshal. 

The light sentence was the result of 
a statement by Special Assistant United 
States Attorney James W. Osborne that 
Scheele, after his arrest had aided not 
only the Department of Justice as in- 
former, but.the.War and Navy Depart- 
ments as well. as an explosives expert 
and authority on poisonous gases. 

Dr. Scheele was President of the New 
Jersey Agricultural Chemical Company 
in Hoboken at the outbreak of the war. 
He was indicted with eight others, six 
of whom received sentences rangin 
from six months’ imprisonment an 
$500 8 ito two years’ imprisonment

ARTIFICIAL “ HORROR.” 

Few can be deceived by the proposed 
mass meeting on Monday night to 
express the “‘ horror” of Americans 
fat the alleged misdeeds of French 
black troops in German occupied ter- 
ritory. Scratch. these Americans and 
you. will find either pro-Germans or 
men bent, for their own purposes, on 
making trouble between the United 
States and her allies in the great 
war. Our returned soldiers are nat- 
urally sensitive on the subject of 
traducing the troops: by whose side 
they fought, and it is not surprising 
{that they are protesting against the 
meeting of protest. The New York 
Chapter of the Military Order of the 
World’ War déclares its firm belief, 
after ‘* careful investigation,” that the 
plan is ‘‘ insidious and harmful Ger- 
man propaganda.’’ 

This might, sufficiently be inferred 
from the character of the organizers 
of the meeting. They cannot pre- 
tend to be responding to any popular 
interest or demand. The charges | 
made against the Senegalese troops of 
France were officially inquired into on 
behalf of our own occupying army. 
The results reported by Colonel CoLs- 
MAN were published on Feb. 18 as a 
Senate document and amount to a 
complete exoneration of the French 
Army. No one is excited about the 
whole matter except those who desire 
to furnish troubled waters in which 
Germany can fish. 

The plot is to be condemned on 
every ground. It is a blow aimed at 
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"{France precisely when she is strain- 


ing every nerve to get her just dues 
from Germany. This is both bad taste 
and bad faith. Furthermore, we have 
negro regiments in our own army and 
ought to be exceedingly wary how we 
get up public demonstrations against 
colored soldiers. The meeting ought 
never to have been arranged, and if 
it is held its real purpose and false 
pretenses should be made so clear as 
to rob it of any effect—except to create 
disgust. 


HOMES FOR AMERICAN DIPLOMATS 

It is gratifying to see Congress wake 
up after many years of indifference 
and lethargy to the importance of pro- 
viding our Ambassadors and Ministers 
with official residences. This has been 
dinned in vain into thousands of legis- 
lative ears. Mr. CLEVELAND was par- 
ticularly insistent; He recommended 
the matter in two messages. Secre- 
tary OLNEY sent to Congress a letter 
containing the estimates of our repre- 
sgntatives abroad of the .cost of such 
official homes. After dwelling,on the 
sinall salaries of these officers, Mr. 
CLEVELAND said: 

The usefulness of a nation’s diplo- 
matic representative undeniably de- 
pends, to a great extent, upon the 
appropriateness of his surroundings, 
-and a country like ours, while avoid- 
ing unnecessary glitter and show, 
should be certain that it does not 
suffer in its’ relations with foreign 
nati6ns through parsimony and shabbi- 
ness in its diplomatic outfit. These 
considerations, and the other advan- 
tages of having fixed and somewhat 
permanent locations for our embassies, 
would abundantly justify the moderate 
expenditure necessary to carry out this 
suggestion. 

Slowly the idea has crept into the 
Congressional mind. Unfortunately, a 
Senate amendment to the Diplomatic 
and Consular Appropriation bill, ac- 
cepted by the House, tries to do the 
right thing in part by the - wrong 
means. It appropriates $300,000 for 
the cash purchase of grounds and 
‘buildings for diplomatic and consular 
residences in fourteen cities, other 
than London and Paris. The cash 
appropriation is painfully scanty, but 
at least it is a proper beginning of 
what should be a general plan. Objec- 
tionable is the provision ~which au- 
‘thorizes the purchase of such grounds 
and buildings by credit on account of 
the debts owed to the United States 
by the allied nations. Representative 
RAYBURN was a bit neurotic in calling 
this ‘‘a monstrous proposition’’; but 
it is to be regretted and disapproved 
for more than one reason. It seems 
likely/to invite a premature discussion 
of the ultimate arrangements concern- 
ing the foreign war debts to the United 
States. It assumes and imposes upon 
the allied debtors an obligation with- 
out their consent. It tells them to 
what use a portion of that debt—a 
small one, to be sure, since no acquisi- 
tion is to cost more than $150,000— 
shall be devoted. 

Suppose, for instance, that a private 
person in Rome sells the United States 
$100,00Q worth of realty. The United 
States doesn’t pay the money itself, 
but refers him to the Italian Govern- 
ment, issues what amounts to a sight 
draft against that Government. It is 
difficult not to agree with Representa- 
tive Mann that this would be a ‘* most 
undignified ’’ proceeding. The United 
States, having lent money for certain 
purposes, on its own motion and with- 
out. consultation with the parties of 
the other part demands that certain 
sums of the debt or of the remitted or 
unremitted interest, as you like, be 
paid-for particular purposes. <A gives 
B a prpmissory. note for $100,000. B 
buys a cow of C for $150 and tells A 
to pay the bill. The United States 
ought not to do business in that way. 
Gradually it should buy buildings for 
its embassies, but it shouldn’t gar- 
nishee its immense foreign credits for 
the sake of contracting and paying 
small debts.

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JUSTICE MARCHES. 

Thursday deserves to-rank as a red- 
letter day. Not only was Chief Police 
Inspector Laugy indicted, but Con- 
troller Craia was sentenced to serve 
sixty days in jail for contempt of 
court and JoHN\T. HgTTRICK was sen- 
tenced for a term which may run as 
high as three years. As to Mr. LAHEY, 
it 4s enough for fhe present to say 
that his case, though not in itself of 
the gravest, bids fair to expose still 
further the complicity of the police. in 


case of Controller Craic is mainly of 
interest as raising again the question 
as to the culpability of ihdirect con- 
tempt of court—a question as to which 
much may be said and doubtless will 
be .said on both sides. But the con- 
viction of HEeTTrIcK is a matter of the 
highest public importance. 

As to his guilt there has been no 
doubt in the public mind since SaMuUEL 
UNTERMYER’s triumphant marshaling 
of the evidence against him in behalf 
cf the Lockwood committee. Hé was 
revealed as the ‘‘ master mind” in a 
peculiarly infamous conspiracy.. At a 
time when the housing shortage was 
reaching its climax and rents were 
soaring, he and his associates banded 
together leading employers and labor 
leaders to enrich themselves at the 
expense of the multitudinous poor. 
His conception and the execution of 
it were masterly in all respects save 
one. Apparently overestimating the 
lethargy of the public and the power 
of iniquitous politics, he speedily en- 
meshed himself in the net of his own 
devising. 

One of the most painful aspects of 
the episode is the apathy with which 
organized labor has regarded its com- 
plicity. When BRINDELL: was con- 


ment implying that, whereas the rep- 
resentative of the workingman had 
received the full penalty of his crime, 
employers who were no less guilty 
were going free. That charge, ob- 
viously unwarranted at the time, is 
now doubly branded. With HsetTrick 
three of his accomplices were convict- 
ed and sentenced to similar terms, 
two labor leaders and one employer. 
And Hertrick still faces a number of 
similar charges, each one of which 
seems likely to add to his prison term.

MEXICAN - AMERICAN SCHOLAR- 

SHIPS. 

At the first Mexican-American trade 
conference, held in the City of Mexico 
‘n February, 1920, W1LLIAM A. PEAIRS 
of Des Moines had the happy iaspira- 
tion of proposing ‘‘a plan for the 
‘‘ interchange of Mexican and Ameri- 
** can scholarships. under the auspices 
** of the American Chamber of Com- 
**“ merce of Mexico.’’ He said in urg- 
ing the conference to give its support 
to his idea: 

Imagine what the result would be 
to have several hundred young men re- 

turning to their native country after 
remaining in our universities two or 
more years. Would it not soon be- 
come a powerful factor in creating an 
ideal condition socially and financial- 
ly for both countries? Under no cir- 
cumstances should the selections be 
made by political preferences, but by 
competitive examinations, where not 
only mental ability but also character 
and ambition would be taken into con- 
sideration. Every section in the en- 
tire Republic should be represented. 

More than thirty universities and 
colleges in the United States have 
already been interested in the Peairs 
plan, and they offer courses to Mexi- 
ean students. On the list are Johns 
Hopkins, New York University, Brown 
University, Oberlin, Minnesota, Bow- 
Coin, Haverford, Northwestern and 
lowa State Agricultural. Inu discus- 
sion the emphasis has been laid upon 
the benefit that the Mexican people 
would derive from interchange of 
scholarships, which is natural be- 
cause their: percentage of illiteracy is 
high and reciprocity would have its 
problems for them. However, it is 
pointed out in a pamphlet issued by 
the Committee on Mexican-American 
Scholarships that ‘‘ Mexico City had 
‘*her university when tbe Virginia 
‘‘ colonists first sailed up the James 
‘* River and the Pilgrim Fathers land- 
‘* ed at Plymouth Rock.’’ Mexico is 
not rich in educational institutions, 
but she is not ill represented. The 
committee says that it ‘‘ is working on 
‘‘ plans to provide for young men in 
‘* the United States who wish to come 
*to Mexico for study or practical 
‘* work in preparation.” Besides gov- 
ernmental schools and colleges, there 
are in‘ Mexico commércial and indus- 
trial establishments where American 
students could not only become pro- 
ficient in Spanish, but could learn be- 
sides ‘‘ the customs of the country,’’ 
what its resources and its needs are. 
Without reciprocity neither Mexico 
nor the United States would get full 
value out of the Peairs plan. 

It is of the greatest importance that 
Americans with investments in Mex- 
ico should be represented by agents 
who have familiarized themselves with 
trade conditions and who have an in- 
timate knowledge of the mining, in- 
dustrial and agricultural prospects. 
Such information can best be gained 
by living in Mexico and mixing with

Speaking for Senator Harprna in 
Washington, Mr. DauGuertr informed 
Congressmen that the President-elect 
is not considering appointments ,to 
office. He can think at present and 
for. some months after his inaugura- 
tion only of the policies which he has 
at heart. After these are agreed upon 
and Congress has pledged him hearty 
support, Mr. Harpina will be ake to 
take up questions of patronage. 

This notification must have struck 
a chill to many an ardent heart in 
the Senate, besides casting gloom over 
the home life of vast numbers of of- 
ficeseekers. If the ‘* fruits of vic- 
tory ’’ are to be kept in cold storage 
for six or eight months, there is no 
telling how they will come out or to 
whom they will-be given. But old 
political observers in Washington re- 
mark grimly that Mr. Harpina’s plan 
of action shows that he ‘* knows the 
game.’’ There is nothing like an ex- 
pectation of office to make a man 
warm ‘to the legislative policies of the 
eppointing power.” The story was told 
that in 1898, when Senator VoorHBESs, 
the Tall. Sycamore of the Wabash, 
was wondering how he could possibly 
be false to his love for silver coinage, 
a delegation of Indiana politicians 
waited upon him and begged him to 
agree to the gold standard, or even a 
diamond standard, if President CLEvn- 
LAND wanted it, so that they might get 
their men in as United States Mar- 
shals, Internal Revenue Collectors and 
Fostmasters. Perhaps Mr. HARDING 
is familiar with this tale.

MRS. JAMES SPEYER. . 

The qualities for which Mrs. SPEYER 
is memorable’ are rare in any age, 
rarest of all perhaps in ours. They 
were the qualities of essential woman- 
hood as it was understood in the days 
before feminism became synonymous 
with unrest. Eager always in public 
benefaction, and efficient in all she 
undertook, she brought to every cause 
a heart brimming with sympathy, 
manners of the ‘simplest and most 
gracious, a mind the sure compre- 
hension of which was softened and 
illumined by infinite subtlety and 
charm. 

All. this was obvious to the thou- 
sands with whom she came in contact, 
the humbflest no less than the most 
discerning; yet one conspicuous trait 
was recognized by comparatively few. 
It was the originality and the energy 
of the pioneer. Thirty-seven years 
ago, when feminism was a deed with- 
out a name, she was a moving spirit 
in organizing the first working girls’ 
club in the United States. Fifteen 
years ago she gave her house for the 
organization of the Girls’ Branch of 
the Public Schools Athletic League, 
as she did for its annual meetings 
thereafter. No movement for the care 
of the sick and the weak, and espe- 
cially of children and animals, ap- 
pealed to her in vain. In organizing 
the Workhorse Parade, which was 
held for eight years preceding the 
war, the keenness of her sympathies 
and the quaint originality of her mind 
found perhaps their happiest and most 
forcible public expression. 

It was not for nothing that she 
belonged to the Travers family, the 
celebrated lawyer and wit being her 
uncle. Her conversation was remark- 
able alike for high intelligence and for 
the play of humoresque fancy. Doubt- 
leas the metropolis of today -has its 
own precious qualities; but with Mrs. 
SPEYER has passed one of the few 
remaining personalities of nineteenth 
century New York.

To allay the fear of the latter group

Sale of Early English and American 
Furniture Reaches $29,720. 


One of the largest crowds that has 
ever gathered for a sale at the Amer- 
ican Art Galleries filled the salesroom 
yesterday, the second day of the dis- 
posal of the early English and American 
furniture, glass, porcelain, &c., formed 
by Louis Guerineau Myers. .

Their Tenth Meeting. 


The clash was the tenth between’ the 
two lightweights, and the series has 
lost none of its lustre. Battling like two 
perfect strangers with a well defined 
grudge, the pair had the crowd standing 
on chairs for the greater part of the 
tyme, consumed by excitement. Spirited 
exchanges were injected into almost 
every round. 

Jackson's blows were the more effec- 
tive. His punches were the more vicious 
and wrought the greater damage. Time 
and again the brave little Italian, seek- 
ing unsuccessfully to return the fire of 
his riyal, was forced to dodge out of 
range of a swishing right or curving left 
and to embrarice Jackson in g clinch un- 
til separated by Referee Sullivan.

curred in the ninth session when, in a 
hot mix-up in a neutral corner, Dun- 
dee, swinging wildly, missed and slipped 
to’ his knees with his head between the 
second and lower ropes. In the twelfth 
round, backed in Jackson’s corner, Dun- 
dee, in seeking to avoid his rival’s at- 
tack, slipped on the wet canvas and 
again almost toppled through the ropes.

A change -In the method of making 
football ruels, designed to aid the rules 
makers and to benefit the game in gen- 
eral, is proposed by Major Charles D. 
Daly, head coach of the army eleyen at 
West Point in a communication which 
he gave out yesterday and which. has 
been sent to the Football Rules Commit? 
tee. He suggests that the*Rules Com- 
mittee call a convention of coaches, offi- 
cials and graduate managers within.two 
weeks after the close of the season for 
‘the purpose of suggesting desirable 
changes in the rules. It is also pointed 
out that such a convention would form 
a common. meeting ground at. which 
schedules could be much. easier com- 
pleted. 

‘“There are many good reasons for 
urging the pést-season convention,’”’ says 
Major Daly in the memorandum to the 
Rules Committee. ‘‘ The present ma- 
chinery does not permit of adequaté 
representation. Many institutions never 
have @ chance to express their idéas. 
Thé present committee is to a great ex- 
tent non-technical. Only a limited num- 
ber are actual coaches. Many of the 
technical. experts in charge of the 
smalter.. teams, of the country could 
doubtless make valuable suggestions. 
The present method of obtaining expert 
advice after the rules are made really 


amounts to putting the cart before the 
horse. It is self-evident that the time 
to obtain expert advice is before the 
rules are made.’ 

It is Mr. Daly’s opinion. that mén will 
be better able to make valuable sugges- 
tions concerning rules when they are 
just fresh from the conflict of the pre- 
vious season. Thus the’ suggestions 
could be acted upon at the regular. mid- 
Winter meeting of the Rules Committee 
and the usual interpretatton convention 
just before the opening of the season 
could clear up doubtful points in the 
rules 


OPPOSES RULE CHANGES.” 


Committee at Annual Meeting Likely 
to Stand by Old Code. 


Unless the various members of the 
Football Rules Committee experience a 


‘change of heart when they assemble in 


their annual conclave here next week to 
doctor up. the code that governs the 
American college game, there will be 
very little tinkering with the rules under 
which the game was played last season. 
Most of the men who are on the commit- 
tee are desirous of preserving ‘the pres- 
at least for anothér 
year’s trial, and the changes are that 
whatever modifications are made will be 
minor in their scope. 

The general idea seems to prevail 
among the mcmbers of the governing 
body of football that whatever changes 
are made in the rules must ®be in the 
nature of a simplification in order to 
enable the spectators to ,Wwatch games 
understandingly. Another thing that 


will probably prevent the adoption of 
some of the suggestions that h@We been 
made by coaches in various sections of 
the country is the fact that. the public 
attends games in the expectancy of wit- 
aessing thrilling plays. 

That teeling -will undoubtedly operate 
against the proposal of Percy D. Haugh- 
ton, Harvard advisory coach, to make a 
forward pass blocked behind the line of 
scrimmage a free ball. 

In a letter to THE NEw YORK TIMES 
Dr. Albert H. Sharpe, director of ath- 
letics at Yale University, says: 

‘* Mr. Haughton’s gugdestion regarding 
the forward pass is a perfectly losicet 
proposition and one that is along .the 
lines of constructive football criticism. 
The only objection that I can see to it is 
that the public likes the forward pass 
and likes to see more scoring by means 
of, this method, and, as football policies 
seem to be molded largely by public 
opinior, I do not believe that the sug- 
gestion will prove to be popular. 

The thought that has been directed 
along the lines of increasing the value 
of a touchdown made from scrimmage 
beneath the goalposts over the value of 
one made. at the junction of the goal 
line va e side line is proving trouble- 
some, it is unlikely that any re- 
medial “legislation will be passed at the 
coming session. 

‘‘T have always advocated,’’ says 
Sharpe, ‘‘ that the ball be brought out 
and the goal kicked from the mark par- 
allel to the side line where e touch- 
down was made, and thus eliMinate the 
punt-out. The great objections to this is 
that a ball recovered from a fumble or 
an intercepted pass is generally carried 
across the line and downed in the cen- 
tre of the goalposts, making tho free 
kick a very easy one, and thus makin 
it, possible for a_ team ‘thuc had scor 
in’ this manner. defeating one tnat had 
scored a touchdown from scrimmage 
near the side line. 

“In order to obviate this I advocated 
a rule whereby a team on the defense 
scoring a touchdown should not be al- 
lowed to try for goal afterward, and I 
am still in favor of this after all touch- 
downs made by the side recovering a 
fumble, whether it was made by the de- 
fense or the offense. I can see, now- 
ever, that if this were applied to the in- 
tercepted forward y are it would give 
the team which had a seven ey lead 
too much freedom in the use of the pass, 
particularly in the last few minutes of 
a@ gaine, where, if the opponént should 
intercept the pass, they could only score 
six points. 

‘*T have always felt that a team scor- 
ing a touchdown by good offensive work 
deserved more credit than a team scor- 
ing after a fumble. The present method 
of scoring gives both types of touch- 
downs an even chance.’’

Government lacks power to enact legis- 
lation to prohibit betting on. the race:
